DOING? 


To improve the standard of 
soccer in South Australia, it is 
necessary to coach and develop 
young players. 


“Let us get into the schools, we will 
set up coaching centres, we will show 
them top teams and top coaches on 
film.” 


These are a few of the things people 
who are interested in the development 
of soccer in South Australia are sey- 
ing. But I ask what are we really 
doing? 

My reply is “nothing.”” 


Consider for a moment, these names. 
Alec Hastings, John King, Edmund 
Kreft, Alec Byrne, Tom Forde, all first 
class and ex-first class players with 
many international caps between them. 

i say more use at all levels of the 
game must be found for these men. 

When Manchester United were here, 
Matt Busby said that the solution for 
our soccer lay in developing our own 
young players and I believe this to 
be the right way, using the top men 
I have mentioned and, if necessary, 
employing some of them on a full time 
basis. i 

On the administrative side of the 
game, and I say this knowing the many 
thankless hours our officials put in, 
that they should be pushing harder for 
more TV and press coverage. 

Without » doubt, the Aussie TV and 
press are holding the game back. How 
many people shudder on a Saturday 
evening listening for the results? If 
they are lucky, the results come very 
briefiy in “other sports” after the Footy 
Seconds results 

My last point is a really delicate one, 
but I feel I cannot let this opportunity 
go by without mentioning the standard 


and attitude of some of our referees. 
Let me say that in my opinion the 
standard leaves a lot to be desired, 


I know that after what I have just 
written there will be some raised eye- 
brows at official level, but I again say 
it in the knowledge that the referees’ 
task is not an easy one. 


Having spoken, and indeed being on 
good terms (at the moment) with all 
the referees, I believe some of them 
have a good knowledge of the game 
but lack the’ superb professional touch 
of top European referees. 


soccer scene. 


If’we were to encourage a couple of 
these top men to emigrate to South 
Australia to help and encourage our 
local referees, the standard of referee- 
ing and future refereeing would 
improve by leaps and bounds. 


In summing up, I have three main 
points for improving our standards. 


© Getting into the schools and 
coaching our juniors. 

© Keeping our administrators at 
club and federation level on the ball 
and pushing soccer on all mediums.

‘While Hellas have helped boost at- 
tendance figures with their huge fol- 
lowing of fanatical supporters, Victoria 
have done the same in a minor way 
‘with their ability to bring off the un- 
expected. 


Although formed by the German 
migrant community, their following is 
nowhere near as huge as Hellas, but 
they have still proved a drawing power 
with their fighting spirit, and are 
recognised as one of the hardest teams 
to beat in the league or Cup competi- 
tions. 


‘They can also boast a West End 
Medal winner in Peter McKenzie, the 
second player to win the award. 


‘Their style of play has always been 
less “classy” than other leading teams, 
but their more direct methods when 
pitted against ball-playing sides has 
invariably produced 2 match worth 
seeing. 


‘The Hellas history has been one of 
storms and calms. 

Under the name of Olympic, the-ori- 
ginal club fought its way up from 
Second Division, was under a cloud for 
a season following demonstrations by 
spectators, then emerged as Hellas and 
a force to be reckoned with. 

Perhaps the most significant move 
the club made was to sign Irish Inter- 
nationalist Tom Forde as player-coach. 

He led them to the league premier- 
ship last season and only one point 
lost them the title to Juventus this 
year. % 

Despite the origins of both clubs, 
Greek and German, their teams have 
contained a mixture of nationalities. 

With the prefix West Adelaide be- 
fore their name, Hellas are preparing 
for the day when they will merge into 
the district scene, and already they 
have a large section of supporters who 
are not Greek, or of Greek origin.
